Peace is never so interesting as war. * 


There is no excitement in orderly rou- 
tine.

It is the decline of labor 
wars, recently pointed out by President 
Green of the American Federation of 
Labor. In the year 191.6 there were 
3,780 'labor conflicts reported by the 
United States department of labor.

These figures signify a new era in 


industrial relations. Capital is finding 
that it is futile and costly to deal un- 
"fairly with labor and to resist its just 
demands. W.orkmen on their part are 
finding there arevbetter ways to obtain 
increased wages .and favorable condi- 
tions of" labor-than to strike. Employ- 
e'rs are not locking their men out.'Both 
are finding that ; round-table confer- 
ences and the frank discussion of their 
affairs are'profitable. 


Many thousands'. of workmen are 


buying the stocks .of the large and prof- 
itable corporations. They " are finding 
that it pays to make even a small be- 
ginning arid to gradually increase their 
holdings. The opportunities for profit 
in this field have been exceptional in 
recent years and, rthey"will continue to 
be in the years to; come. This helps to

TO SOLVE PROBLEMS 


OF MILL WORKERS 


Would Use Scientific Meth- 


ods to Aid Textile Mill 
Employes

Chapel Hill, N. C. — Here among: 


the tall pine trees, in 
the academic 


solitudes of the University of North 
Carolina, sociologists are trying to 
apply the scientific yardstick to the 
problems and the future of the south- 
ern textile mill workers. 


The university already has pro- 


duced many troatieses 
and books, 


and now has under way ten separate 
inquiries into various fields of the 
subject. While these are not merely 
scholastic investigations, being based 
upon diligent work in the mills and 
villages, they 
have yielded neither 


statistics of hours 
and vrages nor 


proposed solutions. They have, how 
ever, yielded much Illuminating ma- 
terial on backgrounds, social atti- 
tudes and the transition of the south 
into a new industrial epoch. 


As interpreted by Dr. .Edgard W. 


Knight of the department of educa 
tion, Dr. Howard W. Odum. head of 
the 
department of sociology, and 


Miss Harriet L. Herring, of tho Instl 
tute of research 
in social science, 


the present impasse 
is explainable 


and perhaps 
inevitable 
but the 


means by which tho mill owners and 
workers will resolve their difficulties 
is not made clear. Dr. Odum. widely 
known 
sociologist 
and author of 


many books, and who has been en- 
gaged on intensive studios sees the 
present situation ns tho outcome of 
"ecclesiastical dogmatism 
bred to 


modern commercialism'." 


"The result is a mongrey," said Dr. 


Odum. "and it is hard to make much 
of anything out of It. There arc four 
major issues 
in the 
south today. 


They are industry, race, religion and 
conventional morality. The mill own- 
ers in their support of theeo tradi- 
tional loyalties have behind them the 
preachers and the church people. 


, 
SETS UP SIDES 


"This aligns 
the good people—I 


mean really good people—against the 
liberals, in the movement 
toward 


change and the efforts 
to catch up 


with the industrial age. 


"Our 
attitudes toward these four 


fundamentals have been conditioned 
and established over a long period by 
certain localized facts and realities. 
The single crop system in tho south 
has built up certain static attitudes, 
resistant 
to change—credit, 
diet, 


home life and behavior have 
been 


grooved and directed 
by growing, 


marketing and even stock specula- 
tion and brokerage in cotton, and, of 
course. In manufacturing. 


"Intrenched religion, built on loy 


alty, 
becomes 
a strong bulwark 


against change. A great deal of the 
south's difficulties are based on re- 
ligion and loyalty—and by that I do 
not mean to decry either. It merely 
happens that they ' are the static 
forces which stand 
in tho way of 


adoption. They raise emotional barri- 
ers. Freed of these emotional fetters. 
I think the south might do magnifi- 
cent things. Loyalties tend to stabil 
ize us when we ought to be climbing. 
The south has youth, zest and spir- 
ituality. There is no reason why It 
should not bo a leatler in adventur- 
ous and creative enterprise. 


"I have seen a master of the mills 


shed tears because his beneflcience to 
the workers was not appreciated. 


"I have given them playgrounds, 


lakes and boats and nurses, he said, 
'and yet they complain.' 


"I told him that if ho would do a 


little thinking he would have less 
time for weeping. He really believes 
he is a martyr. I really seo his as 
both an honest man and a good man. 
But ho forgets that his welfare work 
and what lie pays his preachers and 
his teachers Is less than his taxes. 


CAME YEARS AGO 


In the late seventies and eighties 


the mill workers came down from 
the mountains and they fitted into 
a system of feudalistlc loyalty which 
the former plantation owners of the 
south had carried 
over Into their 


newly established mills. It worked 
well. It \vas paternalistic. 
A mill 


worker always could go to the owner 
and explain some 
urgent personal 


problem and get help. The owners al- 
most unfailingly helped them out of 
their personal troubles—loaned them 
money, or produced medical aid, or 
performed Innumerable services. I 
am not saying thac at the same 
time they may not have been hypo- 
critical and oppressive in over-work- 
ing and under-paying tho workers. 
But, 
at any rate, it built and main- 


tained stubborn 
loyalties among 


what Is now the older generation of 
mill workers. It was built on old-time 
American individualism. 


"Suddenly 
this unrest—whether 


spontaneous or induced—has flared 
up, at a time of rapidly changing ec- 
onomic conditions, and this brought 
the pressure of new forccs-and new 
conditions. The difficulty arose out 
of the fact that neither tho owners 
nor the employes have either the In- 
tellectual experience 
or the social 


experience to deal with it. It Is not 
a matter of Intelligence or tlie lack 
of it. It is a lack of experience. We 
were all fundamentalists 100 years 
ago. It just happens that the know- 
ledge necessary 
to meet this situa- 


tion has 
not been 
built into the 


eouthern social itfer.Uigt. 


"We provide certain 
conditions," 


say the mill owners. "You may take 
them or leave them. 


"Of course, 
the workers 
can't 


leave them. They can do nothing but 
take them. They 
*ave families to 


support. While the owners frequent- 
ly have a kindly and paternal atti- 
tude, as old-time Individualists acting 
in individual cases they fall to see the 
collective issue as a human prob- 
lem. 
They fail to sec it as the co- 


operative development of human re- 
lationships. 


MISUNDERSTANDING

This dissolves the 
nitrate and several other soluble salts 
reducing the residue or "tailings" to 
a muddy mass. The hot liquor is run 
off and, in cooling, crystallizes the 
nitrate ahead of the other salts. 


The Guggenheim process uses vats 


100 times larger. The change In tem- 
perature required to crystallize the 
nitrate is obtained by refrigeration. 
In other words, the range of temper- 
ature is from atmospheric down to 
about 18 degrees below zero Fahren- 
heit Instead of from boiling down to 
atmospheric.

found the "Dade tree" In full fruit 
and planted many of 
the 
groves 


hereabouts from the seeds of the or- 
ange- patrlaich. 


Mrs. 
Fullwell's. 
study 
shows 


that Major Dad« with 110 men stop- 
ped at the site of the "Dade tree" 
while on a relief march to Fort King, 
near Oeala. from Fort Brooke, which 
is now Tampal 


He ate luncheon at the site of the 


tree and dropped the seeds from Cu- 
ban oranges which took root. The 
giant product of the castaway seeds 
annually produced 10,000 oranges or 
about SO boxes of fruit before the big 
freeze in 1SS3, and since the damage 
suffered then has produced about ?,- 
000 oranges, or G5 boxes. 


After luncheon nt the site of the 


giant orange tree. Major Dade's 
small relief expedition again took up 
Its march to reinforce comrades at 
Fort King against pressure of Semi- 
nolo Indians under Chief 
Osccola. 


They were ambushed near tho pres- 
ent Dade City, and all except one 
private was killed. 


Major Dad's body found a 
final 


resting place In tho national ceme- 
tery at St. Augustine, Fla. A mar- 
ble shaft was raised to his memory 
at West Point military academy, and 
a city, county, and park in Florida 
have been named in his honor. 


Meanwhile the 
living memorial 


each year adds its fruit to the local 
orange crop.
